SOVIET BANKRUPT, 
LENINE ADMITS 


Favors 
Unlimited 
Return 
of 
Capitalism, Reports From 
Riga Say. 


Riga, Let via, May 31—According to 
a direct Moscow despatch from inde­ 
pendent sources, Nicholas leonine, So­ 
viet Premier, declared Sunday Com­ 
munism was in complete bankruptcy. 
He asked the presiding officers of 
the 
All-Russian 
Central 
executive 
Committee to approve the unlimited 
return of capitalism and the recall to 
Russia of the Constitutional 
Demo­ 
crats and other parties to aid in r e ­ 
building the State. 
These 
statements 
have not been 
tarried in any official Bolshevik ad­ 
vices, 
nor has anything 
tending to 
confirm them been received from any 
other source. 


Stockholm, May ‘JI—The 
Russian 
Government, according to reports, has 
decided to arrange for the lease of all 
the big factories in Russia to 
their 
former owners. 
The taking of this 
step has not been officially confirmed. 
Although the reported step 
is in 
conflict with the fundamental princi­ 
ple of Sovietism it is in line with the 
new policy of the Soviet authorities 
inaugurated by the issuance of their 
recent freedom of trade decree.
